It would be too bad 
to give up frequent communion altogether.” “Oh, Father, you misunder- 
stand me,” he returned; “I didn’t give up daily communion. What I gave 
up was my breakfast.” .Then he told me that considering the matter 
seriously he had come to the conclusion that it was better to go a bit 
hungry than to relinquish his good resolution. And he concluded by say- 
ing that he had actually gained in health, since he had gotten into the 
habit of not eating until noon, and that he felt no inclination whatever 
now to eat a breakfast.
